Just Innocent Study Aids? 


ee and Cliffs Notes claim that they “exist 
to help students learn and practice basic skills, write 
a paper, study for a test, and achieve their academic 
goals.” Translation: these “study aids” exist to make 
life ridiculously easy for the English students who 
are lucky enough to have the book they’re assigned 
already spelled out for them and are willing to take 
full advantage. Sadly, these professionally-made crib- 
sheets have proven vital to many students. With the 
increasing rigor of academic courses, they allow for 
much-needed reassurance when one realizes that there 
is a book analysis and a ten page article due the next 
day. All the required information is a few key-strokes 
away, and with adequate paraphrasing skills, the as- 
signment turns out to be easier than anticipated. Now 
the dilemma: papers require book quote citations, but 
since teachers usually do not scrutinize page numbers, 
one could randomly insert quotes, BS his way so that 
it sort of makes sense, and call it a day. Life is good. 


However, like with any powerful tool, when put 
in the hands of the wrong people, great horrors can 
result. There are those who think it’s perfectly okay to 
copy and paste analysis straight from the Sparknotes 
website, and one needn’t be the neon green crayon to 
realize that this constitutes an infringement of copy- 
right law, better known as plagiarism. Such careless 
acts require the irresponsible student to attend a par- 
ent-teacher conference, and to make matters worse, 
they delay the process in which papers are handed 
back. And everyone knows the agony of not knowing 
a grade. Everyone is unhappy; all it takes is one fool. 

Study-aids can be useful when not abused. Many 
teachers frown upon them, but they can reinforce 
reading skills, provided one actually reads the book. 
If not, however, they at least they improve one’s para- 
phrasing skills. In the end, it’s the student’s job to 
make Sparknotes and Cliffs Notes work for them. It’s 
merely unfortunate that many see this as an opportu- 
nity to cut some corners.

The range of emotions about community service was as 
diverse as that of the students.

tion of a hysterically funny Gertrude, Marie Palladino, 
Horton and his friend JoJo, Alexander Parrish, are finally 
reunited and the Who's are saved. 

Everyone there fondly remembered the bedtime stories 
of One Fish, Two Fish, Red Fish Blue Fish, but who knew 
that Dr. Seuss reached such psychological depths? Sews- 
sical, a play that incorporated the quirky genius of Seuss’ 
classics, addressed the real life parallels of love and war, in- 
dividuality and conformity, friendship and loneliness.

Pulse is the 2005-2006 Lexington High School Yearbook of Lexington, Mas- 
sachusetts. It is the school's 81° volume and second full-color yearbook. 


This book contains 368 pages of |00-Ilb. Bordeaux paper submitted via elec- 
tronic proof through Herff-Jones representative Mr. John Carrier. Publisher Herff- 
Jones printed 1000 copies of the book at their Gettysburg plant in Pennsylvania. 
The cover, endsheets, and design elements were created using Adobe InDesign 
CS. 


The cover was printed using a four-color process on a permacote base with a 
matte lamination. The original cover design was by Connie Wang and Anna Jeon. 
End sheets were printed using Vibracolor 0! paper with UV coating over the 
photographs and were designed by Connie Wang. Every page of color was made 
using a lithographic four-color process. 


The 2005-2006 theme of "Pulse" was developed at the Columbia Scholastic 
Press Association Workshop in New York City in June 2005 where a group of 
editors attended and won various awards. Connie Wang and Anna Jeon won 
"Best Design Duo", Renuka Bhisetti was named a "Maestro", and Bethany Lowe 
earned the honor of writing the "Best Caption".A stylized cardiometer pulse as a 
folio was created to carry the theme throughout the book. 


Staff members used Adobe In-Design CS and Adobe Photoshop CS on three 
Apple eMac computers, two Macintosh PowerBook G3 notebooks, and one 
Apple iMac G5.The majority of the candid photographs were taken by yearbook 
staff members. Senior, underclass, activities and sports pictures were taken by 
Burlington Studios of Burlington, MA. 


Modoono Photographers took additional sports pictures. Yearbook staff mem- 


bers used the staff's Nikon F100 along with a number of various student-owned 
digital cameras. Alll film was developed through Camera's Inc. of Lexington, MA. 


Headlines were in Impact, with headlines at size 40 pt, 50 pt, 60 pt, and 100 pt. 
Subheadlines were in Gill Sans T| Light and Gill Sans T| Light Italic in size 25 pt.
